For his part, Dr. Salim Ahmed Salim pointed out that the 
issue should not be made to look like an African versus 
Arab conflict and noted that statements from Arab states 
to this effect were unacceptable.

In a statement to local journalists at Asmara interna- 
tional airport on arrival, Dr. Salim Ahmed Salim noted 
that preserving the historical relations between Eritrea 
and Yemen was of utmost concern. He went on to say 
that dialogue and a peaceful solution to the issue was not 
only beneficial to the two countries but also to neighbor- 
ing countries of the region. He also noted that there was 
no need to fan the situation further. Dr. Salim Ahmed 
Salim is expected to hold talks with President Isaias to- 
morrow.

Police Adopt U.S. FBI Investigative Approach

its police methods in the war against sericus crime by 
adopting United States Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI]-style tactics to target the masterminds of crime. 


Police throughout the country are reorganising the 
Crime Investigation Service (CIS) inte a fully fledged 
FBI-style outfit. The CIS will have units such as the 
Commercial and Organised Crime wing and Internal 
Security. 

A new Priority Crimes Unit (PCU) is also being 
launched as one of the arms of the investigative family. 


The CIS is to focus on the criminal targeted by the 
investigation instead of on merely a particular crime, in 
the same style as the world-famous FBI. 


Former Western Cape Murder and Robbery chief 
Leonard Knipe, who will head the PCU in the 
province, said he was confident about the new inves- 
tigative approach of the CIS. 


He said the approach could "break the back" of crime 
syndicates for good by lifting out the kingpins who 
masterminded crime. "White-collar rackets, gangster- 
ism, drug trafficking and other serious organised crime 
needs to be addressed effectively as soon as possible to 
bring down crime levels, which have a negative effect 
on the economy,” Knipe said. 


Taxi violence, drug and firearm smuggling and police 
corruption have recently been declared priority crimes 
by SAPS [South African Police Service] Commissioner 
George Fivaz. 


Knipe said he was exited about the future of the PCU. 


"Investigations would begin with the criminal, the 
person himself where the crime started in the first 
place. The CIS would obtain authorisation through the 
courts to collect and import personal information such 
as bank accounts to advantage an investigation.” [Words 
indistinct] reasons”. 


He added that investigations would rely on an extensive 
intelligence, data-gathering and monitoring network to 
establish a detailed personal profile of a selected suspect 
and his or her movements. 


The CIS would also rely heavily on technology such as 
dedicated computer programs to analyse crime patterns 
and character traits of criminals. Two proven computer 
programs which had been used by the FBI and Scotland 
Yard were being acquired and would be tested and 
perhaps modified to suit the local crime scene. 
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Knipe said details about crimes and circumstanc ‘s 
would be fed into a computer and left to the program 
to analyse. Crime would also be closely monitored on 
a day-to-day basis to identify patterns. 


Knipe added that the various units in the CIS family 
would employ permanent members but could at any 
time use the services of other specialist detectives on 
an ad hoc basis when required. 


Units such as the internal security unit would also have 
a network of postings in towns and smaller centres. 


Knipe said he was looking forward to next year, 
when forfeiture of assets acquired through crime would 
probably be legislated to combat serious organised 
crime. 


"For too long it has been a bargain for a white-collar 
criminal to sit in jail for two or three years and then to 
return home to wealth and luxury worth millions which 
had been acquired through crime,” Knipe said. 


"The PCU means business, and the law-abiding com- 
munity deserves to be protected against the people who 
turn life into hell,” he said.

Sinn Fein president Mr Gerry Adams said yesterday that 
he had received confirmation in a letter from Justice 
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Minister Mr Dullah Omar that the report compiled by 
the political wing of the Irish Republican Army "will be 
handled by the Truth and Reconciliation Commission 
for its investigation”. 


Mr Adams also welcomed the support by Mr Omar 
and Deputy Defence Minister Mr Ronnie Kasrils for 
the Cameron Commission conducting an investigation 
into the issue of arms links between South Africa and 
the loyalists. 


Mr Omar confirmed in his letter to Mr Adams that this 
probe would “take the form of an investigator being 
appointed to look into the matter”. 


"This is a welcome breakthrough which has the potential 
of placing the spotlight on one of the most controversial 
issues to have occurred in 25 years of conflict," Mr 
Adams said. 


He said the developments followed a period of intense 
engagement by Sinn Fein and by the relatives of 
those killed by loyalists allegedly using South African 
weapons. 


Mr Adams claimed that in the six years prior to the 
importation of South African weapons into Northern 
Ireland, loyalists killed 71 people, whereas in the six 
years after the importation of such weapons, with the 
alleged assistance of British military intelligence, 229 
people were killed. 


Mr Adams, who met Judge Edwin Cameron during a 
visit to South Africa in June, said both Sinn Fein and 
the relatives organisation Relatives for Justice had made 
written submissions to the Cameron Commission which 
was set up to invesiigate illegal arms transactions by 
Armscor. Mr Omar, who is on an official visit to India, 
could not be reached for comment.

Deputy President Thabo Mbeki, accompanied by De- 
fence Minister Joe Modise and Safety and Security Min- 
ister Sydney Mufamadi arrived in KwaZulu/Natal to 
hold talks about the crisis with Premier Frank Mdlalose. 


The delegation was expected to visit the scene of the 
killing. 


The area’s residents, about 120 of whom had taken 
refuge in the Anglican church hall in Port Shepstone, 
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voiced their unhappiness about the reaction of the 
police, saying they were not quick to respond. 


The local police station is about three kilometres away 
from the scene of the massacre. 


Amos Nyawose, whose relative local ANC leader 
Kmipla Nyawose was killed during the raid, said the 
attackers, whom he believed were IFP supporters, 
launched the attack at about 8am. 


"They were shooting and burning down houses and 
residents were scattered all over the place, running and 
trying to seek refuge from the attack." 


He said residents tried to run towards the local police 
Station but their escape route was blocked by another 
group of attackers. 


They were shouting “bulalani amaqabane” (kill the 
comrades). 


"Those who were killed were either hacked or gunned 
down as they fled from the attack. Others were sought 
out from their hiding places and killed, " he said. 


Nyawose said he escaped certain death by hiding in a 
bush and only came out when he heard the sound of 
police vehicles approaching the area. 


He believed the attack ‘was aimed at driving out the 
ANC from Shobashobane. "We received reports in the 
past that they were planning to drive us out of the area.”

commander who was living in Lesotho was arrested by 
South African Police and would appear in a Free State 
court on Wednesday in connection with an armed attack 
on a Bloemfontein police station four years ago. 


The Pan-Africanist Congress [PAC] on Tuesday [26 De- 
cember] claimed Letlapa “Happy” Mphahlele, APLA’s 
former director of operations, was abducted two weeks 
ago from his home in Lesotho where he was a legal 
resident and taken across the border illegally. 


Police denied the claim, saying Mphahlele was legally 
deported from Lesotho on Friday and arrested at the 
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border. Lesotho officials at the Maseru bridge border 
post said they had no information about the deportation 
as others were on duty at the time. 


"He was arrested on December 22 on Maseru bridge on 
the South African side by our police. He was deported 
from Lesotho," Free State police spokesman Capt Solly 
Lesia said. 


He was not sure why Mopheahlele had been deported. 
"Since his arrest he has been on a hunger strike,” Lesia 
added. 


The PAC’s central Transkei spokesman, Gilbert Sineke, 
claimed Mphahlele was abducted and then assaulted. He 
claimed Mphahlele was legally resident in Lesotho an 
had been arrested "two weeks ago in Lesotho by white 
South African security members with the assistance of 
certain elements of the Lesotho police, and taken inside 
the country without an extradition order”. 


‘Our information is that he is presently detained in Beth- 
lehem where he was so brutally assaulted and tortured 
that he has not been able to eat since Wednesday De- 
cember 19," Sineke said in a statement. Lesia said police 
took Mphahlele to the district surgeon shortly after his 
arrest, but no injuries were found. 


Lesotho police in Maseru and other towns said they had 
not heard of the case or any allegations of abduction. 
Lesia said Mphahlele would appear in court in Beth- 
lehem on Wednesday in connection with the December 
1991 attack on the Batho police station at Bloemfontein. 


The attackers used a handgrenade and automatic rifles, 
but nobody was injured. The attack took place before 
the December 5, 1993, cut-off date for indemnity. 


It is not known if .phahlele ever applied for indemnity. 
Police previously accused him of involvement in violent 
attacks linked to APLA. 


According to a police submission made to the Goldstone

1993, a Happy Letlapa was involved in several armed 
attacks including the December 14 1991 attacks on the 
Batho and Mangaung police stations in Bloemfontein. 


Police subsequently identified the man as Letlapa 
Mphahlele. 


They arrested four people shortly after the attack. One 
of them, Jerome Diamini, told police he was instructed 
to carry out the attacks by Letlapa, who was APLA’s 
chief of operations at the time. 


Another attack on police in the centre of Bloemfontein 
was planned, but later aborted. The police submissions 
also referred to statements made by APLA member 
Steven Vusumzi Dolo, implicating Letlapa in the Jan- 
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uary 1992 attack on the Lady Grey police station and 
the attack later that month on Fairview farm in the Lady 
Grey district. Dolo was later jailed for 15 years for his 
involvement. 


Police told the Coldstone Cornm'ssion Letlapa was one 
of the key APLA commanders in the region. 


"The high command (internal) is commanded by Enoch 
Zulu. He is also the commander of APLA in the 
RSA [Republic of South Africa],” stated the police 
submission. 


“Lawrence Vumankos: Nticinka was until recently the 
chief of APLA operations in Transkei. He was however 
replaced during November 1992 by Moses Mphalala 
Letlapa “Happy” who also serves as the deputy to Enoch 
Zulu in the high command (internal). 


“Both these individuals are based in the Transkei,” the 
submission said. 


The police submission to Goldstone stated the orders 
originated from the high command and were passed on 
to regiona! and local commands. 


The regional commands allegedly provided arms and 
ammunition. The police accused Letlapa and Zulu of 
involvement in “planning and ordering various attacks 
on police and civilians which were thereafter carried out 
from within the Transkei”. 


The police submissions to Goldstone listed 48 incidents 
which they alleged APLA was responsible for, including 
armed robberies, attacks on farms, travellers and police. 


The same month the police submissions were given to 
the Goldstone Commission, police announced they were 
looking for Mphahlele and three other senior APLA 
members in connection with various armed attacks in 
the Eastern Cape and Free State.

We also demand that this government 
makes its attitude and position clear regarding those 
soldiers, from both APLA and MK (the ruling African 
National Congress’s military wing Umkhonto we Sizwe 
(Spear of the Nation]), who are still rotting in prison 
in spite of the fact that they were arrested for crimes 
committed against the crime of apartheid before the 
official December 5 cut-off date."

Cease-Fire Reportedly Holding in Casamance

Our 
reporter, Joseph Winter, has just been in Casamance. He 
sent this report: 


[Begin Winter recording] On arriving in the regional 
Capital, the most obvious sign of the newfound peace 
is the rocket and bangers which children are letting off 
everywhere to celebrate Christmas and New Year. For 
many years, fireworks were outlawed as their bangs 
had everyone diving for cover. This year, Casamance 
is echoing to explosions of joy rather than war. The 
key change is that most of the population, who once 
supported the independence cause, is now fed up with 
the fighting. They are tired of being intimidated and 
harassed by the Senegalese Army and, more recently, 
being (word indistinct) by the rebels in search of food. 


With the loss of their support base and on the run 
from government troops, the rebel leaders have little 
choice but to negotiate. They seem likely to accept the 
terms taken by their comrades of the MFDC’s northern 
front in 1993. These include training for demobilized 
fighters and investment funds to start up farming and 
fishing projects. One Senegalese official, who asked 
not to be named, told me that under pressure from 
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Dakar, the United Nations refugee agency will soon start 
repatriating the 25,000 Casamance refugees in Guinea 
Bissau and The Gambia. The Senegalese Government 
wants them to go back home as soon as possible as a 
sign of a return to normality and to stop the rebel fighters 
hiding amongst them beyond the reach of Senegalese 
law. 


Nevertheless, roundtable talks remain some way off, and 
Dakar is still totally opposed to any form of autonomy 
for Casamance. On the so-called road of terror between 
Ziguinchor and Kolda, where the most recent rebel 
action was seen, tension remains high. On a 14-mile 
stretch of road, I crossed six military checkpoints and 
had to get down from the minibus I was travelling in 
three times while the soldiers searched for weapons. 
b » one, however, complained about the inconvenience, 
anu several passengers thanked the soldiers for ensuring 
their safety. As one told us, it is far better being stopped 
and searched than travelling in fear of your life. [end
